NARRATIVE 


Of all the 
Street-Robberies, 
Committed within theſe laſt ſix Months, 


By James Dalton, &c. 


HE Life of that little Villain in 
Iniquity, Martin Bellamy, being 
publiſh'd, and the Accounts there 
given, for the moſt Part, either falſe or in- 
ſignificant, it was the Opinion of ſome, 
who had conyers'd with that Maſter-Piece 
of a Robber, James Dalton (who is now in 
Moodſtreet. Compter, and makes himſelf 
an Evidence againſt ſeveral who are to be 
try'd next Seſſions) that ſuch a full Diſco- 
very of the Facts lately committed, and ſo 
entertaining, 4s well as inſtructive, a Re- 
lation might be taken from him, (he be- 
B - ing

ingthe principal Accor in all the Robberies 
mention'd in this Narrative) as would give 
the Publick a general Satisfaction, and 
new the villainous Proceedings of theſe 
Street-Robbers in a true Light: Accord- 
ingly Application has been made to him, 
and the following Intelligence, both as 
to Relation, and the Canting Language, 
taken expreſly from his own Mouth. 

As to Bellamy, who has made ſuch a 
Noiſe in Town, James Dalton affirms, he 
never was in one of theſe Street Robberies, 
nor had he Courage or Conduct to manage 
an Affair of this Nature. His chief Ex- 
cellence lay in going to Shop-keepers, af- 
ter their Shops were ſhut up, under the 
Pretence of wanting Goods ; and having 


with him one Kiddey George, a dextrous 


little Villain, to whom Bellamy was but a 
Zany or Pupil ; he, whilſt Bellamy was bar- 
gaining for Goods, would ſteal out the 
Keys belonging to the Pins of the Win- 
dow-{hutters ; and afterwards, in the dead 
of the Night, they would pull out the 
Pins, and rifle the Shop: This is-all the 
Truth that is mention'd in Bellamy's Ac- 


count; and this one Caution is all that the 


Tradeſmen have for their ſix Pence : But

the following Relation contains not only 


the genuine Truth, but remarkable Dif- 
coveries for the Information of the Town, 


and facetious Drollery, to entertain the 
more airy and volatile Part. 


Tus firſt Attempt that this James Dal- 
ton made of robbing in the Streets, was 


in Company with William Holden, who is 


now in Newgate, and another perſon not 
yet taken; they went up to a Gentleman 


near Warwik-Court in Holborn, and ſtop'd 


him; when Holden ſtruck him with his 
Fiſt on the Head, with which Blow he fell: 
After Holden had ſtruck him, he ran 
away like a luſty Fellow, and the Gen- 
tleman's Hat falling on the Ground, the 
other went to take it up for his own Ule ; 
but Dalton interpoſing, drew out a Piſtol, 
and ſwore, as they had robb'd him of no- 
thing elſe, they ſhould not take his Hat ; 
whereupon he helpd the Gentleman up, 
Save him his Hat, and he walk'd off with- 
out farther Damage. 

James Dalton relating the Account of 
the Street-Robbery, for which Benjamin 


Branch was lately executed at Daun, 


ſays, That he himſelf and Chriſtopher Raw- 


Unt were in Company with him at that

Time; that he puſh'd the Woman down 
Rawlins ſnatch'd her Pocket, and Branch 
aſſiſted them ; and a Gentleman coming 


up in the Interim, took hold of Branch; 
whereupon Dalton took hold of the Gen- 


tleman, when Branch pulling out a Knife, 
ſaid, Tu Chive bim; Dalton faid, ive 
away, or I'll take him a Peg in the Face, 
and that then Branch ſtruck at the Gen- 


tleman's Throat with the Knife; but miſ- 


ſing his Aim, he cut Dalton's Thumb, and 
afrerwards cut the Gentleman in the Hand; 
at which Time, Branch was taken into 


Cuſtody, when Rawlins and he H off 
with the Ch. 


Dalton and Branch, together with Wil. 


lam Holden, were {worn Companions at 
this Trade of ſnatching off Pockets, which, 
in their Language, is call d haul Ch; but 
William Holden was only an Under-ſtrapper, 
and had not the Art to haul a Ch with 


Dexterity, for which Reaſon they us'd him 


only as a Baggage Man ; that is, to loop 
off with the Cole when they had made a 
Prey, on which Conſideration they gave 
him ſuch a Part as they thought fit. 
Ar another Time, on a Sabbath Day 
at Night, Dalon, William Ruſſel, alias Fines 


boner, 
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T9 3: 
bones, now in Newgate, and William Hol. 
den, went upon an Adventure, and over- 


taking a Woman in Fleerſtreet with a Bun- 


dle, they {ollow'd her a conſiderable Way 


before they could agree who ſhould Mill 
her, which Office Finebones and Holden re- 


fus'd ; but Dalton told them, if they would 


hyke off with the Bundle, he would Mil! 
her himſelf ; which he did, after following 
her into Lincoln Inn-Fields, and Finehones 
ran away with the Bundle ; but there being 
a Looking-Glaſs in it, and the Bundle not 
being well done up, it fell out, and broke, 
which according to the old Wives Proverb, 
they look d upon as a very ill Omen; but 
they all eſcap'd, and found in the Bundle 
a great Coat, a Gown, and ſeveral other 
Things of Value, which they fold to a 


Lock tor 245. which Money they divided 


equally amongſt them. 
Soon after this, one Night, about 11 
of the Clock, Dalton, Branch, and two 


others went up Cornbill, and meeting a Wo- 


man, they haul'd her Ch, at which Time 


this came by a Company of Fro . tes, 
who feeling ſor her Pocket, and finding 
none, were fo enrag d, that they cry d out,

G—d D thoſe who firſt invented 
Haul Cly, for they ruin us Fro Files. 

Tris Art of Haul Cly, Dalton ſays, has 
made an irrepairable Breach between them 
and the Fro Filer, who before had a very 
good Underſtanding, living together in 
great Harmony; and indeed, ſays he, 
they have ſome Occaſion to be angry, for 
when they go to pick a Pocket, and find 
there is no Pocket to pick, they meet 
with a greater Diſappointment, than when 
they meet with a Vacuum: ; 

AT another Time, Dalton and Branch 
going out upon the Haul Ch, they met an 
old Woman at Stocks Market, whom they 
attack d in the uſual Manner, and ſnatch. 
ing off her Pocket, they at firſt found no- 
thing there but Bread and Cheeſe; but upon 
further Examination, a ſiy Half Guinea, 
and Three-Half- Pence was diſcover'd in 
one Corner of it: The Weather at that 
Time being cold, they, in Compaſſion to 
the old Woman, gave her the Three-Half- 
Pence back again, bidding her buy a Quar- 
tern of Max with it to cheer her Spirits. 
Tunis Practice of Haul Ch, he fays, 
they frequently follow'd at the Play- 
bouſe, when the Audience came out; and 

there,

there: ſays he, the Whores are Gur Safe: 


guard ; for when we fling for a Ch, if we 
are taken on Suſpicion, they'll rap for us; 
if they are not of the Community of 
Fro Files. 


SOMETIMES, he ſaid, Branch and he took 


Chriſtopher Rawlins with them on theſe 


Adventures, but he was no Practitioner 
in this Art; however, he long'd to be at 
it, and being put in the Way, he did 
it very dextrouſly the firſt Time, ac- 
cording to their Directions, which were, 
That be ſhould ſuddenly whip his Right 
Hand up the Petticoat, and at that Inſtant 
give , her a Slap-daſh on the Shoulder 
with his other Hand, and ding her down 
on her Face, which was an infallible Rule, 
Probatum eſt. He ſays, what gave them 
the greateſt Advantage, was, the Cuſtom 
the Women have, of wearing their Pockets 
under their Hoop-petticoats, where they 
might whip Hold of it without the leaſt 
Interruption ; whereas, ſays he, if on the 


contrary they would put their Pockets 
between their Hoops and their upper Pet- 
ticoats, they might defy all the Buzzes in 
London to haul the Cly; but, fays Dalton 
there is ſcarce one of the Faculty in London 
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At preſent, who is at Liberty; ſo that the 


Hauch, by putting their Money in a 
Place where it js impoſſible it ſhould be 


taken away. 


Arrzx Brauch was Bond from Dalon 


and Rawlins, they very ſeldom went 
upon theſe Exploits, only now and then to 
Keep Rawlins's Hand in: They once ſet 
upon a Woman in Fleet-fireet, and Raw. 
Tins being the Operator, he perform'd his 


| Part clean, and was marching dff; but Dal. 


ton obſerving the Woman to run aſter him, 
caught faſt Hold of her, ſaying, Madam, 


if you run ſo fa ſt, yowll tumble down, pray 
g0 eaſy upon the Stones, at the Carrier ſays to 


bis Horſe. Thus he detain'd her, till 


Rawlins got clear off. They took from 


this Woman, a Jacobus, a Gold Ring, and 


ſome Silver. 


Arrzx this, they went to Satin: | 


Hall, near which Place they ſnatch'd” a 


Pocket from a Woman, in which was a 
Sold Ring, which had neither Mark ot

Ladies need not be under any frightful

would do well to provide againſt theſe _

Tum next Deſign was to Neher 


| themſelves with good handſome pick- 


pocket natural Wigs, which they call Bits 
e Spaniſh, in which they diſtinguiſh them- 
{elves remarkably; and in order to gain 
them, they planted themſelves among the 
Barbers Shops over againſt St. Andreto's 


Church in Holborn, well knowing that 


. Hair-pickers frequently came that Way: 

They had not waited there long, before a 
Woman came by that was a Picker of 
gray Hairs to the Hair Merchants, and they 


very dexterouſſy practiſing their old Fun- 


ction, found in her Pocket a conſiderable 
Quantity of good Hair, which they took 
and put to a Barber's, to have each of them 
a Wig made of it: But he underſtanding 
his Trade as well as they did theirs, very 
ingeniouſly bit the Biters, and return'd 


_ . themold-made-up Wigs for their new Hair, 
which the next Shower of Rain they were 
in too plainly diſcoverd; however, tho 


they damn'd him'for his Villany, . yet they 


could not but praiſe him for his Ingenuity- 


Son Nights after this they went, 
together with one Fetherby, upon the old

Game of Haul-Cly, and meeting with one 


Roſey Lawſon, who keeps a Caſe, one 
that Dalton had formerly been acquainted 
with, but at that Time he did not know 
her; therefore they made-up to her, and 
haul'd her (h; but ſhe underſtanding the 
Game, call'd out furiouſly, Stop Thief ; 
whereupon they croſs'd the Way, that ſhe 
ſhould not have an Opportunity to rap 
to their Muns. Upon the Woman's crying 
out, Stop Thief, ſome Gentlemen came to 
her Aſſiſtance, but too late, for every 
Thing was compleated, and the Robbers 


e off; but Dalton having a Tobacco 


Pipe in his Pocket, whip'd it into his 
Mouth, and then ventur'd to walk and 
ask Queſtions amongſt the Mobb; ſoon 
after, as he was tramping along, two Men 
came behind him, and he heard one of 
them ſay, I took particular Notice of the 
Fellow that robbd the Woman, he was 
in a brown Frock, and natural Wigg, I 
wiſh I had laid Hold of him: D— em, 


ſays the other, thoſe natural Wiggs are 


worn by none but Thieves, Til, burn 
mine when I come home, by G- d. 


Dalton hearing the Fellow ſo poſitive, as 


to the Knowledge of the Perſon who did 
7 the

the Robbery, (notwithſtanding he was 
conſcious of the Fact), boldly turn'd him- 
ſelf about, and ask'd them the Way to 
Peter's Street, which they very courteouſſy 
told him, having quite forgot the Per- 
ſon they ſo well knew, but five Minutes 
before: Then Dalton and Fetherby went to 
a Caſe in Shoe Lane, and Roſey Law- 
ſon having Intelligence of their being 


there, came into the Houſe, and ſoon after, 


her Maid and three Watchmen; Roſey 
was poſitive as to the Man that robb'd 
her, and was going to charge Fetherby ac- 
cordingly; but being partly perſuaded, 
and partly ſworn out of it by Dalton, and 
two or three Whores which were there, 
{he conſented to let them all go about 
their Buſineſs, provided they would re- 
turn her the Certificate of her Marriage, 
which was in her Pocket ; a Thing ſome- 
what ſurpriſing, that a Woman, who by 
her Profeflion endeavours to make void all 
matrimonial Ties, ſhould value a Teſti- 


mony on an Obligation ſhe thought not 


worth obſerving in herſelf, or encouraging 
in others. 
Ar length being tired with playing at 
the ſmall Game of Haul- Ch, finding it not 
27 ſul- 


(56) 
ſufficiently advantageous to maintain them 
like Gentlemen, they reſolv'd upon ſome 
other Courſe ; for they had contracted an 
Acquaintance with ſeveral lewd Women 
of the Town, who run them to greater 
Extravagancies, than their Comings in 
would ſupport; they therefore took a Re- 
ſolution to ſtop and rob all the Coaches 
where they had an Opportunity. The Chief 
who engaged in this Undertaking, was 
James Dalton and Chriſtopher Rawlins, each 
having his particular Buſineſs aſſign d him; 
Dalton's being always to ſtop the Horſes, 
while Rawlins went up to the Coach 
Side, and demanded the Cole; for he be- 


ing an Honeſt Thief, was the only Perſon 


Dalton could truſt to 'a& that Part: One 
John Hulks, alias Rowden, was very deſi- 
rous of going with them; but he being a 
Black-guard Thief, and having neither 
Courage nor Conduct, they would fain 
have diſmiſs d him; however, he was ob- 
ſtinate, and would go, tho' Kit Rawlins 
in particular ſaid he was a Coward, and a 
good-for-nothing Dog, for he had tried 
him, and found him not worth hanging : 


Yet Dalton and Rawlins being Maſters of 


the Faculty themſelves, ſuffer d him, af- 
| ter

ter many Intreaties, to go along with 


them, thinking he might poſſibly im- 
prove by their good Example and Ma- 

Soon after they had concluded to ad- 
mit Hulks into their Company, it hap- 
pen'd, that Dalton and Rarwlins were drink- 
ing by themſelves at the Shed in Smithfield, 


where they heard a Gentleman call Coach, 


and going out, they ſaw him bruſh into 
it, together with a Countryman ; where- 
upon they followed them to Caſile-yard, 
Holborn, at which Place they ſtop'd the 
Coach, and took from the Gentleman a 
Silver Watch and ſome Money, and went 
off without being moleſted. 

Bur though Dalton never car'd to go 
upon theſe Exploits without Kit Rawlins, 
who was the next Man to him in Proweſs, 
yet Kit being tooliſhly amorous, left him 
ſometimes to venture with Hulks, Black 
Tſaac, and other Scrubs of the Faculty, 
whilſt he enjoy d himſelf in Company with 


Moll Harrington of Drury-Lane, and Mol! 
Tollard, alias Blewet, alias Gooſebury, alias 
above 20 other Names, with never a Vir- 
tue to attend them; with theſe, and one 
Black Moll, he would ſit Ranting, Drink- 


ino

ing, Swearing, Whoreing, and what not ? 
leaving his Comrades to run all Hazards 
by themſelves ; whilſt he, like the Grand 
Turk in his Seraglio, ſat ſwearing he 
would never part with ſuch Company, to 
go upon the Foot Scamper. Thus they 
were forced to Scout it by themſelves, 
and the firſt Thing they did together, 


was, attacking a Coach in Holborn, near 


Hatton-Garden, in which was a Gen- 
tleman, who upon their preſenting a Piſ- 
tol at him, delivered his Sword, Watch, 
and ſome Gold, with which they went 


off undiſcovered. 


So u few Nights after this, James 
Dalton, Kit Rawlins, and another who is 
not yet taken, ſtop'd a Coach in High-Hol- 
born; but they made very little Advan- 
tage of this, for as they heard afterwards, 
the Gentlemen had put their Money in 


the Seat of the Coach, which very fortũ- | 


nately prevented their loling it. 

Tus next Coach that was ſtopp'd was by 
Dalton, Rawlins, Hulks, Black Iſaac, and 
another in St. Paul's Church-yard, where 
they made a Prize of 2 Guineas and ſome 
Silver; but Dalton being on the wrong 
Side of the Coach, did not ſee the Mo- 

ney 
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ney delivered, but kept calling out for the 
Gentlemen to give him their Money in 
an Hat; and one of them thinking he de- 
manded his Hat, inſtantly gave it him; 
but Dalton finding it empty, began to 
curſe and ſwear ; whereupon Rawlins ſtep- 
ping up to him, ſhew'd him the Cole, 
which ſoon quieted our Furioſo, and ſet 
them on other Enterprizes of the like Na- 
ture, 

In the ſame Place they ſoon after ſtopp'd 
a Coach, in which was a Gentleman and 
his Wife, whom he begg'd they would not 
frighten, for ſhe was great with Child, 
and it might be of fatal Conſequence ; at 


the ſame Time he gave them his Watch» 


a Guinea, and a Moidore, which they 
took with a great deal of Complaiſance, 
and very courteouſly aſſured him, that if 
his Lady had 50 Guineas about her, they 
would not rob her of a Penny, nor offer 
the leaſt Rudeneſs or Incivility. 

Tu next Coach which was ſtopp'd, 
was in Lombard-ſtreet, by Dalton, Black 
Iſaac, and another Perſon ; the Coachman 
perceiving their Intention was to ſtop the 
Coach, by their lurking after it, got from 
his Box, 8 his Horſes had got the 


Megrims, 
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Megrims, by which Stratagem he had an 
Opportunity to acquaint his Maſter with 
the Deſign of theſe. Fellows. But the Gen- 
tleman being a Man of Courage, and not 
eaſily to be daunted, bid his Man fear no- 
thing, but mount, and driye on like Fehr : 
However, they came up with the Coach» 
and ſtopp d it; but two Watchmen coming 
by in the Interim, Dalton bid the Dach- 

man drive on again or he was a dead 
Man ; then finding the Watch - did not 


come up to them, but turn down the next 


Corner, they made the Coach ſtop again, 


when Dalton {wore he would live and die 
by the Coach, for he was certain Money © 
was there, which the Gentleman hearing, 


drew his Sword, and thruſting it out of 
the Coach, (aid he would ſtab the firſt Man 
who ſhould attack him; upon which Dal- 
ton preſented a Piſtol at him, and! [are | 
be would ſhoot him: The Gentlemu de- 
ry reſolutely bid him ſhoot ; which Df

move off the Premiſes. 
James Dalton, Chriſtopher Rawlins, John 
Hulks, Black Iſaac, and another, attack'd 
| 2 Gentleman foon after near Fleet-ditch; 
| and he having a Link-boy with him, per- 
ceivd their Intentions, and drew his 
[18 Sword; Dalton went up to him immediate- 
WS ly with the Sword in his Hand, which he 
Had taken from the Gentleman in Lombard- 
Wil ſtreet, and told him, that if he was not 
ſo good a Man as he at ſmall Sword, he'd 
ſee him out at Piſtol ; and thereupon draw- 
| ing onegfrom his Boſom, he preſented it 
118 at him, Mading him either put the Point 
of his Sword to the Ground, or expect to 
be ſhot through the Head ; which, after

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. + ſome Heſitation, he did, and gave them 7 
8 118 or 8 Shillings ; they then follow'd him a 
2 9 conſiderable Way with a Piſtol at his 
N Head, and tho ſeveral paſs'd by in the In-

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terim, they were not moleſted ; till abour 
an Hour after, when a Man came up to 
them upon Soto hill, with a Staff and 
Lanthorn, and dogging them, they croſs'd 
the Way, and he did the like ; upon which 
Dalton ſaid, What does the Cove want ? 
He anſwer'd, he wanted to know who 
they were ; at which Hulks gave him a 
croſs-buttock Fall, and tols'd him into the 
Channel ; but he recovering, made, a full 
Stroke at Dalton, who not willing to do 
him a real Milchief flung away his Sword 
which was naked, and "preſented an un- 
loaded Piſtol at him; but the Man being 
courageons, ſtruck at him again ; and tho' 
Dalton ſnapp'd the Piſtol, he repeated his 


Blow, which made Dalton pull out ano- 


ther, which would infallibly have done 
his Buſineſs ; but in the midſt of theſe Vil- 
lainies, they were not willing to commit 
Murder, which to avoid, they went off. 
Two or three Nights after iis Dal. 
ton and Rawlins ſtopp'd Sir Gilbert Heat h- 
cot's Coach, in St. Paul's Church-yard, and 
took from bs four Shillings, one Half. 
penny, and a Silver Watch. 
Tue next Coach that was ſtopp'd, was 
by Dalton, Rawlins, Hulks, and Black 


I Ja ac,

Iſaac, near St. Sepulchres Church; they 
took from a Gentleman in the Coach three 


Guineas and a half Guinea, and then or- 


der'd the Coach-man not to ſtop at St. Se- 


pulchres Watch-houfe on Pain of Death; 


but if he pleaſed, he might ſtop under 


'Newgate and be D— d: Whether the 


Coachman anſwer'd, That was a Place for 
them to make a full Stop at, Dalton can- 
not remember; but his Comrades, he 
ſays, has ſo entangled themſelves in the 
Fagzil Strings, that they are like to ſtop 
there, till they appear before their twelve 
God-fathers, and are from thence remov'd 
to the three legged Mare, on. which they 
muſt all ride to old Charos's Ferry-Boat. 

T He1R next Exploit was attended with
